Dispati Says Cabinét

VIENNA, Dec. 19.—A _ dispatch 


from Budapest to the Neue Freie 
Presse today said Hungary con- 
templated declaring a transfer mo- 


ratorium next ~Wednesday. On 
Monday, the dispatch said, the 
Cabinet will formulate the decree; 
on Tuesday. it will be submitted to 
the committee of 33 for publication 
on the following day. 

Reports have been current for 
some time that a Hungarian mora- 
torium was under consideration. 
In the Hungarian Parliament John 
Teleszky, former Finance Minister 
and chairman of a committee on 
reduction of state expenditures, 
said the country could pay only 
100,000,000 pengoes (about $17,- 
000,000) of the annual _ § interest 
charges on outstanding debts and 
would require a transfer mora- 
torium on the remainder by which 
payments would be made to the 
Hungarian Nationa] Bank as trus- 
tee for foreign creditors.

SUIT ALLEGES LOSS 
OF $3,000,000 IN

Petitioner Wants Them Re- 
quired to Make Good the 
Shrinkage in Fund Estab- 
lished in 1913. 


Alleging that more than $3,000,- 
000 has been lost from the $4,184,- 
000 trust estate left in 1913 by her 
father, the late Alanson D. Brown, 


president. of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co., and that the annual in- 
come from its securities (once 
$150,000, has now dwindled to 
nothing, Mrs: Jane B. Collins filed 
suit in Circuit Court today for an 
accounting by the trustees. 

The suit alleges the _ trusters, 
Brown's son, Alanson C. Brown 
and the St. Louis Union Trust Co.. 
were negligent in the discharge of 
their duties and asks the Court, 
contingent on its finding that to he 
correct, to assess an amount to be 
paid back into the trust fund to 
restore a part of its value. It also 
asks the removal of the trustees. 

Five-Sixths Placed in Trust. 

When Brown died he left one- 

sixth of his estate outright to his 
son, and ordered the remainder of 
it placed in trust with the son, his 
widow and the trust company, the 
income to be paid out in four 
equal parts to various heirs among 
whom Mrs .Collins was a partici- 
pant. 
Mrs. Collins deciares in her suit 
that while the income from the 
realty left by Brown has remained 
constant, $90,000 annuity, the in- 
come from the personal property, 
including -#tocks, bond# and other 
securities, has dwindled from $150,- 
000 afinually to the point where it 
now produces nothing. 

This comes about, she charges, 
through the failure of the trustees 
to follow the ininnctions laid down 
by Brown in his will with respect 
to handling of the trust estate. He 
particularly wrote in his will, she 
states, that hehe had no desire that 
the trust estate invest in mercan- 
tile ventures subject to the hazards 
of trade. He authorized the trus- 
tees, however, to operate in bank 
and trust company stocks, Hamil- 
ton-Brown stock, and stocks and 
bonds of the Laciecde Gas Light Co., 
United Railwavz Co. and other pub- 
lic utilities. 

Mercantile Ventures Barred. 

This, she declares, was in effect 
a positive direction not to invest 
in mercantile enterprises except 
where profits were reasonably as- 
sured, and not to retain stocks al- 
ready held, except for favorable 
disposition.

during this period, in 1919, it 
reached a high of $245. 

In January, 1927, its par was 
lowered to $25 a share. At that 
time the stock sold from $31 to $71 
a share. In 1928 and 1929, she 
continues, it could have been sold 
for from $20 to $30 a share. It 
is now listed at $2 a share, so that 
its decline was the occasion of a 
major. loss to the estate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The 
total profits of the National City 
Corporation on foreign loans since 
1919 were $13,392,221, Charles E. 
Mitchell, chairman of the board of 
the National City Bank, told the 


Senate Fimance Committee today. 


Mitchell said the figure did not 
represent clear profit, but that gen- 
eral overhead expenses should be 
deducted from it. 

In addition, as a member of syn- 
dicates, the bank made a profit 
of $11,363,507 on foreign loans in 
the same time. 

The total of these loans in which 
they participated was $3,260,000,- 
000. 

He gave the figure in repiy toa 
question by Senator Johnson 


(Rep.), California. Johnson, op- 
ponent of the moratorium, who 
sponsored the inquiry. announced 
the next witnesses would be repre- 
sentatives of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Villon, Read & Co. and the Chase 
National Bank. They will be called 
Monday. 

Mitchell said the profit was made 

on issues totaling $1,071,965,000, 
which have been ‘floated. since 1919. 
This did not include Cuban and 
Canadian issues. 
The committee delayed consid- 
eration of the moratorium resolu- 
tion while Mitchell continued his 
testimony. 

Million Profit on One Deal. 
Johnson questioned Mitchell 
about an tssue of $32,000,000 for 
the Lauters Nitrate Co., Ltd., of 
England and Chile. The gross prof- 
it, Mitchell said was $1,670,000 and 
the National City’s profit $309,000. 
“It was practically a million 
gross profit,” Johnson said. “Yes,” 
Mitchell replied. 

“That was a profit to your insti- 
tution alone?” “Yes,” the banker 
replied. 

Jonhson charged Mitchell with 
trying to minimize the profits, but 
the banker denied he was.

PERSONAL LETTER TO MR. NOLTE. 

Dear Comptroller Nolte: No doubt you have heard 
of the taxpayers’ revolt in Philadelphia when the city 
was about to put into effect a tax increase, and of 
how the city backed down. But we wonder if you 
have heard of S. Davis Wilson, former Deputy Comp- 
troller of Philadelphia, who showed how the city 
could cut its payroll $5,912,980 ~-ithout taking a cent 
from the vital departments of Public Safety and 
Health. We gather that Mr. Wilson, who has served 
the city of Philadelphia in various capacities in the 
past and who is noted for his ability to save money 
for the-taxpayers, is exceedingly unpopular with 
many of the officeholders. His suggestions, if carried 
out, would remove them from their place at the pub- 
lic crib and force them to go to work for a living. 

We think, Mr. Nolte, you would be interested in a 
few of the points Mr. Wilson made. The Philadelphia 
edurts employ 149 clerks, 104 tipstaves and criers and 
44 janitors, Mr. Wilson said the janitors could all be 
dismissed, as cleaning up the courtrooms could be 
done by the force employed by the Bureau of City 
Property, which is already overmanned. Mr. Wilson 
would organize the tipstaves and criers into a central 
bureau to supply the courts when in session, instead 
of having them stationed in each court, and thus re- 
duce the 104 to 30 or 40. Moreover, he would employ 
pensioned police officers for this light work, giving 
them an extra $1000 a year instead of the $3000 now 
paid “to these supernumeraries.” Mr. Wilson thinks 
the 112 clerks and stenographers on the payroll could 
be reduced by half without impairing the efficiency 
of the courts. If these ideas were put into effect, the 
city wculd save $430,000 per year. 

To the run-of-mine poiftician, of course, separating 
jobholders from their jobs is out of the question, be- 
cause patronage is bound up with political success, 
yet a new and smashing kind of political success is 
in store for the unusual politician who will cut the 
debris from government—local, state and national. 
But to continue with Mr. Wilson. He would ask the 


Philadelphia Aldermen, who get $5000 a year, to serve 
for nothing, which would save $110,000, and he would 
reduce the personnel of the Council from 63 to 53.

less to afford relief by lower rates. Patrons of mu- 
nicipally owned utilities, on the other hand, have di- 
rect control of rates through their elected officials. 
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NO PARKING DOWNTOWN. | 

It is not strange that certain merchants have pro 
tested against the annual revival of the no-parking 
rule for the central downtown district. The city 
authorities and the Board of Aldermen must realize 
this holiday traffic regulation is a weak makeshift. 

For 11 months of the year, automobile drivers are 
accustomed to park wherever they can find space on 
a downtown street, and rarely are they taken to task 
for the most flagrant violations of such regulatory 
ordinances and rules as have been promulgated. 

The sudden elimination of parking, with the strict 
enforcement the Police Department finds necessary 
to avoid intolerable tangles, undoubtedly causes many 
shoppers to stay away from downtown because they 
know they will not be allowed ‘o park on the streets. 
The unusual condition of traffic regulation discour- 
ages them right at a time when merchants are look- 
ing to the holidays as their harvest season. . 

If it were the established custom and the law ef 
the city to prohibit parking in the congested district, 
shoppers and visitors who wish to use their automo 
biles would soon find the regulation decidedly to their 
advantage, permitting them to move freely in and 
through the district and to park their cars conveni 
ently in designated areas. Travel by street car and 
other public conveyance would be facilitated. 

After a few months, the pubiic would adapt itself 
to the condition, and those who at first stayed away 
because of no parking would come back and perhaps 
visit the downtown district more often. 

Naturally, the once-a-year no-parking rule upsets 
and disturbs business conditions and confuses the 
public. Courageous action by the Board of Aldermen 
tv establish a permanent, sensible traffic system in 
the downtown district would be a — to business 
and the public.

There was 
a time when children of this age were ex- 
pected to leave school for work as a matter 
of course. The time is coming when they 
will be expected to stay in school, equally 
as a@ matter of course. As might be expect- 
ed, the percentages of 14 and 15-year-old 
children not attending school were much 
larger than those for the younger group, 
in most states. There were 16 states where 
more than 14 per cent of the children’ 14 
and 15 years of age were out of school in 
1930. Fourteen of these are the same states 
which ranked lower on attendance for the 
younger group. 

Three-quarters ef a million children be- 
tween 6 and 16 are missing their chance 
for education during the irreplaceable years 
of childhood and adolescence in these 14 
states. Moreover, children who are not in 
school are almost invariably either running 
idle, wasting their time and acquiring 
habits of drifting and laziness; or else they 
are working beyond their years, to their 
own detriment as well as to that of their 
elders who may be in dire need of employ- 
ment. 


schools in these states have n@ legal hola 
whatever on children 14 years of age or 
over. The wonder is that against such odds 
they lose no more than one quarter of the 
ehildren before their sixteenth birthday! 

At 16, in practically every state, school 
attendance suddenly falls off, the average 
proportion of non-enrollment for the Unit- 
‘ed States ag a whole being 42.7 per cent at 
ié6 and 17 years.

LOS ANGELES REALTY MAN 
GETS 5 TO 50 YEARS FOR THEFT 


Civic Leader and Lawyer Alleged 
to Have Taken $65,000 
from Investors.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 19.—Har- 
old G. Ferguson, civic leader and 
head of a group of real estate 
firms capitalized at $60,000,000, 
was sentenced yesterday to serve 
five to 50 years in San Quentin pen- 
itentiary for grand theft and viola- 
tion of the State corporate secur- 
ities act. Ferguson's alleged thefts 
from investors were placed at $65,- 
000. 

Commenting that he was unable 
to understand how Ferguson, an 
attorney, civic leader and officer 
of two banks, had ted himself to 
commit the crimes of which he was 
found guilty, Superior Judge B. 
Rey Schauer recommended that he 
receive a psychiatric examination 
when he enters San Quentin. He 
expressed belief, however, that the 
prisoner wes not legally insane. 

Pleas by Ferguson’s attorneys for 
a new trial, arrest of judgment and 
permission to file an application 
for probation were denied by Judge 
Schauer.

Neutral Minority Members 
Want Reparations Wiped 
Out, but Majority Is Op- 
posed to This.

BASEL, Switzerland, Dec. 19.— 


Insistence by the three neutral 
members on complete cancellation 


of World War reparations may de- 
lay the report of the Young Plan 
Advisory Committee which is ex- 
amining Germany’s capacity to 
pay. 

The Dutch chairman, Hendryk 
Colijn, the Swiss member and the 
Swedish member are standing out 
for cancellation, but the others, 
more directly concerned with war 
payments and in the majority of 
this committee, are agreed that the 
public is not ready to accept this 
bold step even if the committee 
were inclined to take it. 

As a result, it is thought possible 
that the committee’s report may 
not be ready before Cristmahs as 
had been hoped, and there is talk 
of an adjournment for the holidays. 
One of the neutral members said 
he was disappointed with the whole 
affair and regretted his acceptance 
of a place on the committee with- 
out assurance that the political in- 
terests would give the bankers and 
economists a free hand. 

There is a growing belief here that 
the Hoover moratorium on repara- 
tions and international debts will 
be extended for at least two years 
as a result of the deliberations of 
the committee and of the Inter- 
national conference on debts ten- 
tatively scheduled for next month. 

In informed quarters this is re- 
garded as the best solution in view 
of the attitude of the United States 
Congress against considering revi- 
sion or cancellation of the war 
debts. 

The advisory committee yester- 
day, with the French delegates 
agreeing, admitted that the Ger- 
man railways would not be able to 
pay next year the 660,000,000 
marks ($165,000,000) in repara- 
tions imposed upon them by the 
Young plan. The Hoover holiday 
relieved them of that payment un- 
til next July 1, but it is foreseen 
that further relief will be neces- 
sary. The French, who receive the 
whole of the unconditional annui- 
ties, argued that, even though the 
railways could not pay, Germany’s 
favorable trade balance would be 
enough to cover the 660,000,000 
marks. 

The railways are bankrupt, the 
experts agreed, for in the last two 
years profits have dropped so 
sharply that the operating com- 
pany was obliged to draw on its 
reserves despite the relief afforded 
by the Hoover holid»y. 

Prospects for better business 
next year are so dim that the ex- 
perts decided they would not be 
able to balance the budget and 
would have to continue using up 
reserves, —

ADOLF BUSH SCORES 
SUCCESS AS SOLOIST 


German Violinist Gives Brilliant 
Performance at Symphony 
Concert. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


DOLF BUSCH, the great Ger- 
man violin virtuoso, gave a4 
heroic interpretation of the 
Brahms D Major violin concerto 
when he appeared ag soloist with 
the St.-Louis Symphony Orchestra 
yesterday afternoon at the Odeon 
and thereby made another _addi- 
tion to his growing list of Amer- 
ican successes. The enthusiastic 
approval of the audience was emi- 
nently justified. It was Brahms 
on a big scale but logical in every 
way. , 

The Brahms symphonic composi- 
tions, which include on equal 
terms all of his four big concertos, 
are distinguished by a concern 
with what’s being said rather than 
with the manner of saying it. The 
same may be said of Mr. Busch’'s 
playing. The virile eloquence, the 
rich, irresistible undercurrent as 
well as the reticent but wholly in- 
escapable sentiment of the music 
received their full value when de- 
livered through the medium of his 
sincere, intensive art. His grasp 
of the concerto was unquestion- 
able. His method of playing it was 
characterized by long sweeping 
lines, an incisive, almost brittle 
punctuation, and by a full-bodied 
tone that was sometimes a little 
rough. This occasional roughness 
was obviously the product of his 
sincerity, for in those parts which 
called for an unmodified lyricism, 
the physical beauty of his playing 
was unmarred. A similar interpre- 
tative preoccupation was responsi- 
ble for the rapid pace he took in 
certain solo passages.
